It is more than in- 
equitable. It is a robbery. God Almighty 
lala out the course of the Colorado River 
and its tributaries. California and Arizona 
have used it, and wiil use it to a greater ex- 
tent, to irrigate land to produce food for 
their people. Colorado has no right to it, 
natural or acquired. The. success of the 
proposed scheme of robbery would be a 
tremendous blow to the development and 
prosperity of Los Angeles, and The Times 
is glad to see that leading business men of 
our city, not directly interested in Colo 
rado River enterprises, but recognizing the 
far-reaching nature of the menace, have 
taken steps to head off the outrage. 


WON'T COME. 

The London Telegraph of August 9 
indignantly denies that Britain's refusal to 
take part in the Panama Cana! exposition 
has been prompted by fll-will engendered 
by the canal-olls controversy. It says that 
the whole matter of exhibiting or not ex- 
hibiting at San Francisco is “regarded from 
the cold standpoint of commercial 
expediency.” The Telegraph says: “By 
no stretch of imagination can it be demon- 
strated that practical and materia! advan- 
tages will accrue to British trade from Brit- 
ish participation in this exhibition. Eng- 
lish traders do not regard the opening of the 
Panama Canal as the dawn of a new era of 
commercial prosperity for English manu- 
facturers.” 


In a way the conclusion of the London 
Telegraph is not improvidently drawn. 
Ameritan machinery is used in British 
mines in South Africa and Australia. 
American locomotives puff up the slopes of 
the Andes and the valley of the Yangtse- 
Kiang, and will pull trains from Cairo to 
the Cape. There is not a velvety sheen 
from Bnglish looms, or a glittering biade 
from. forges attended by English vuilcans, 
that cannot be better made by American 
workers. Not so cheaply made because our 
laborers earn higher wages and eat meat 
twice or three times a day instead of once 
a week. But the difference in price be- 
tween Pnelish and American high-class 
goods will not tempt ‘the Mandarins of 
China, the Damios of Japan, the Rajahs of 
India or the Senor Dons of South America 
to save a few pennies by purchasing infe- 
rior goods from Manchester or Birmingham, 
and the Panama exposition, where our 
home-made wares would be compared with 
English wares, would stimulate American 
consumers to buy home-made rather than 
British-made goods. 
| The London Telegraph further says that 
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“though it ts perfectly clear that the 
States commerce must benefit largely ut- 
der the new scheme any other calculations 
or predictions as to the result of the open- 
ing of the canal must be inconclubivé. Mr. 
Aoki, the acting Japanese Consul-General, 
speaking at an interesting discussion of the 
effect of the Panama Cana! on the world’s 
commerce, went further. The distances 
from Japan to Great Britain through the 
Panama Canal and the Suez Canal, he 
pointed out, were nearly equal, and it there- 
fore followéd that the shipping trade be-< 
and Japan, now being 
carried.on through the Suez Canal, would 
not be affected by the Panama Canal.” 
The Telegraph for these reasons objects 
te England blowing in $1,250,000 for @ Brit- 
ish exhibit at San Francisco, and it closes 
its editorial with the following unwarranted 
sneering remarks: “There is another con- 
sideration, and a very iniportant one.

Sellers explained that copper was

All the instru- 
mente used by the Inca miners were 
of stone. 

“The copper ore is of a beautiful 
green color,” the engineer continued. 
“The metal, owing to fts beauty, was 
used as a medium of exchange. This 
crude ‘money’ has.been found in the 
} graves of the Incas all the way from 
Lima, Peru, on the north to Concep- 
clon, Chile, on the south, a distance 
of 3500 miles.

Chief of London Fotce Evolves} 


New Plan to Cope With Suffragette| 


[Special Porrespondence of Times.) 
LONDON, Aug. 20.—The Chief of 
the London Police is considering the 
advisability of arming a section oft 
the force ‘law and order 
shields." 
To indicate the value of this new 
form of protection, various officers 
have. already been ptovided’ with 
these defensive shields, so that when 
sergeants and others throw things 
at them they can demonstrate how 
to dodge the blows and the missiles. 
The shields are circular contrivances 
which the constables can carry over 
—_ arms to ward off bricks or hat 
Pp 
Events of recent years have ren- 
dered some such protection neces- 
gary for police -o in England, 
but if the police headquarters adopt 
the shield it must not be assumed that . 
London will see its policemen march- 
ing on their: beats like Roman gladia- 
tors or Scottish Rob Roys. They will 
only carry these shields on those oc- 
casions when, “from information re- 
ceived,” they have reason to antici- 
pate serious assault. Supplies of 
shields will be Kept in readiness at 
the police depots. 
Some of the police forces in the 
provinces have already armed 
with these shielde—nota in Gla- 
morgan, In Wales, where the police 
have proved the necessity of a mew 
means of éelf-defensé against the 
weapons of strikers. . The’ pdlice,. of 
course, have beén instructed in the 
use of the shields, and the lessdnsé.in 
self-defense at the London h ar- 
ters are proving very exciting.

Victory was not to 
be theirs; and when the figures were 
announced that told of the defeet of 
the ambuscade, the Liberals raised 
cheers that the fiction writer would 
describe as “making the rafters ring.” 
COUP I8 DEFEATED. 


Few of the members of Parliament 
who joined in that demonstration 
knew, however, how the coup had 
been discovered and defeated. Only 
the Chief Whip and his assistants 
were in the secret—and from that 
day to this the true facts have never 
been made public, for the simple rea- 
son that if the truth had leaked out 
no further information could come 
from the same source. The House 
of Commons has now risen, and,

HIDE IN. BATHROOMS. 


Much amusement was, however, ex- 
tracted from the fact that five doughty 
Inionists had actually hiddden in a 
bathroom, and in the course of a 
subsequent debate in the House of 
Commons, Swift MacNeill, one of the 
Trish Nationalists, proposed that the 
bathroom accommodations should be 
increased.

NEW ZEALAND’S PRISON CAMPS. 


Convicts Are Engaged in Tree 
Planting and the Work Is Used as 
® Stimulant to Good Conduct. 
[Pearson's Weekly:} It ts often said 
the worst use to which a man 
can be put is to hang him, and prob- 
ably the day is not so very far dis- 
tant when capital punishment will be 
abolished in all civilized countries. 
Criminal authorities now assert that 
it is equally useless. keeping an of- 
fender against society's laws in jail 
a8 a criminal, and on that theory is 
based the modern idéa of prison re- 


form—i.e., that the reformation of 


criminals should be aimed 
merely their punishment. ree 

New and, one of our most dis- 
tant dependencies in the Antipodes, 
has gone as far as any country in the 
world in experimenting with prison 
reform, and one of the government's 
most interesting experiments in this 

ee-planting p n cam i 
our of these camps have been es- 
tablished by the New Zealend gov- 
ernment within the last few years— 
two in the North Island of New Zea- 
land and two in the South Island. 

Prisoners are drafted to the camps 
from the New Zealand city jails, and 
are employed in the woods cutting 
down trees under the supervision of 
prison warders. They do other bush 
work as well, such as clearing, fenc- 
ing and growing vegetables and n 
crops for the consumption the 
camp. 

The surroundings of these cam 
Working under such conditions, in 
beautiful sunlight and under a blue 
sky, the songs of forest birds lighten- 
ing their labors, their thoughts up- 
lifted by the grandeur of primeval na- 
ture on every side, the prisoners with 
‘any good in them should find the road 
to reformation easy at these camps. 

They have good and plentiful food 
—animal and vegetable—of their own 
raising; they breathe bracing and sun- 
lit air; and at night, when healthily 
tired with the day’s work in the open 
air, they retirn to clean, airy tents, 
perfumed with the fragrant breath 
of mountain pines. Truly, many thou- 
sand Londoners who have led respec- 
table lives since their birth have a 
much less enviable iot! 

Great care is exercised by the New 
Zealand prison authorities in the se- 
lection of the prisoners to go to these 
camps. Escape from.the camps in 
the wild New Zealand bush is com- 
paratively easy in spite of watchful 
warders, so only prisoners who dur- 
ing their incarceration in the city 
prisons have given real proof of their 
desire to reform are sent to the 
camps. 

The object of the New Zealand 
prison department has been to make 
these tree-planting establishments 
special prisons for good-conduct pris- 
oners. The aim of the department is 
to help those who are anious to live 
down the past and lead honest lives tn 
the future. 

In establishing these prison camps 
the New Zealand government is en- 
deavoring to carry Into practical ef- 
fect the theory of criminologists that 
no human being is without some good 
characteristics in his nature, and it is 
for those in charge of prisoners to 
endeavor to find the good qualities 
and to cultivate them. 

Of course, occasional mistakes are 
made in the selection of prisoners for 
these tree-planting camps in spite of 
the precautions taken, but ott of 
nearly 706 men who have 
through the camps during the few 
years they have been in existence. 
only twenty-three prisoners have es- 
caped or attempted to escape, not- 
withstanding the opportunities that 
the camps afford those who wish to 
make a dash for freedom. In no case 
has any person suffered any perso 
injury at the hands of an escapee, so

MILIS SET THE PACE IN CUBA. 


The battle of Las Guasimas had oc- 
curred a week earlier. Mille was adju- 
tant-general of Young’s brigade, 
which was made up of the First and 
Tenth Gavairy and Leonard Wood's 
Rough Riders. Ali of the horses had 
been left in Florida, and the troopers 
marched and fought like infantry. 
Gen. Young has said that Mills led 
the brigade against a strongly-in- 
trenmched position of the enemy and 
won the battle. the first of the war, 
and thus set the pace for the batties 
which were to follow. Las Guasimas 
gave the Americans an open road to 
Santiago, and at the same time pro- 
tected their base of supplies. 

The Rough Riders and Col. Roose- 
velt were the heroic and spectacular 
figures at San Juan, seven days later. 
Military men say they were saved 
from destruction by the regulars 
Webb Hayes, son.of Rutherford B. 
Hayes, having failed to get his Ohio 
regiment into Cuba, had accompanied 
Gen. Young as a volunteer aide. Gen. 
Millis saw him early on the day of 
the battle leaning against a bank in 
the famous sunken road leading up 
San Juan Hill. Hayes said that his 
horse had been hit, and in failling had 
struck and injured him in the back. 
Four days afterward a surgeon, bath- 
ing in a river with Hayes, found that 
a Spanish bullet had cut clean | 
through the muscles just above his 
hips, missing the spine only by a frac- 
tion of an inch. Hayes, it has since 
been said, was the happiest man in 
Cuba when he learned that he had 
hurt by a bullet instead of 3° 


Milis, commanding a long and thin 
‘line of men, was wounded when 
climbing Kettle Hill. He had turned 
slightly -to look along his front when 
a Mauser bullet hit him just below 
the left temple, passed through his: 
head, and made its egress at the out- 
side angle of his right eye. He fell to 
the ground, but did not lose conscious- 
ness. Surgeons say that he would 
have been strangled to death by his 
own blood had the shock made him 
insensible. He was blind, however, 
and his left eye literally hung down 
on his cheek. 
HAD NO HOPE OF LIVING. - 

Several troopers picked him up and 
carried him to the shade of a tree. 
He sat on the ground, leaning against 
the trunk. e trooper told with 
pride afterward that he thanked them 
and then ordered them back to the 
firing line. ‘The word passed through 
the army, to the ears of Congress, 
and a medal of honor was voted as 
testimonial of the country’s ad- 
miration and gratitude. I repeated 
the story as here related to Gen. 
Mille, and emid: “Yours was a fine 
example of courage and sacrifice.” 

“Tl have never t t so,” he re-' 

lied. “TE felt that I hadn't long to 
ive and that it was a waste of time 
to bother with a man who was as 
good as dead.”

Hayes, having heard of the event and 
having hunted the field with his cus- 
tomary energy, found Mille blind and 
bieeding under the tree. Hayes as 
heretofore noted, had two bullet holes 
of his own at the time. but was ig- 
norant of the fact. He had Mil 
taken to a hospital station.

It is a striking fact that some 
of the very men who complained of 
the beggarly salaries mentioned for 
the Federal Reserve Board are now

English Woolen Weavers’ Wages In- 
creased, 


After lasting nine weeks the weav- 
efs wages dispute at Yeadon and 
Guiseley, England, has been settled. 
The workers, men, women and chil- 
dren, have been making hunger 
marches ‘o neighboring cities and 
towns. The working week has been 
fixed at fifty-five and one-half hours 
and overtime, which is to commence 
at 5:30 or 6 p.m., according to the 
times of starting, is to be paid for at 
2 cents an hour above the ordinary 
day rate for the first two and one-half 
hours, and afterwards at 4 cents per 
hour above the ordinary rate.

IS ILLEGAL. 


CANNOT BE COMPELDED BY A 
STRIKE. 
Unionites May Seek to Better Their 
Pay and Workipg Conditions but 
They Cannot Use Intimidation or 
Coercion Without Courts Taking «

[The Square Deal:} A’ recent dect- 
sion given by the Marion County Cir- 
cult Court in the suit to enjoin the 
strikers of the Keyless Lock Company 
foundry in Indianapolis from picket- 
ing the plant, is of wider interest than 
to the people of the State of Indiana 
aione. The court declares that a 
strike called for the purpose of forc- 
ing employers to operate a closed shop 
is illegal. The injunction obtained fs 
against the members of the local 
iron and moulders’ unions Nos. 17 


and 66 and the International Iron 
Moulders’ Union of America. The 
only consolation the strikers obtained 
in the opinion of the court was the 
statement that peaceful picketing, of 
which there were no acts which could 
be construed inte acts of intimidation 
or coercion, might be permitted. 

The decision is the first in Indiana 
where the court has gone so far as 
to declare that a strike called for the 
sole pu of forcing non-union em- 
ployees any concern into a union, 
is ‘illegal: The importance of the de- 
cision is not fully realized as yet. 
There are numerous strikes in Indian- 
apolis and other parts of the State 
where the sole object is to unionize 
the shop. In the past the employers 
have submitted to the tactics of the 
unions and picketing. Acts of violence 
have resulted in arrests at times but 
in the majority of cases there were 
nominal fines or no convictions. Some 
of the strikes have been on for more 
than a@ year with the sole contention! 
of the recognition of the union. Un- 
der the opinion rendered in the Key- 
less Lock Companhy case organizeé la- 
bor may declare a strike if it is for 
the purpose of obtaining better hours, 
better pay or good working conditions 
in the shop. When.the strike is law- 
ful, however, there must be extreme 
care taken that the picketing be 
peaceful and that the persuasion used 
does not amount to intimidation or 
coercion, if the courts are not to iIn- 
terfere and take a hand in the con- 
troversy. In the opinion the court 
said: “Under the law the defendants 
had the right in order to unionize the 
plaintiff's foundry to use persuasion 
and arguments with the plaintiff's 
workmen, and to extend to them such 
favors and accommodations as they 
had within their control. The law 
does not deprive endeavor and energy 
of their just rewards when exerc 
for legitimte purposes and in a legit- 
imate manner.” 

The opinidh further says that the 
arguments and must be 
such as will leave the one sought to 
be persuaded free to act voluntarily 
and may be used by either side to the 
controversy. The unions may be rep- 
resented by pickets in the vicinity of 
the shop, but there is a line at which 
persuasion becomes coercion. A union 
in its collective cap city has no right 
to impose a course of conduct or 
rules adopted for its members upon 
any other man against his wishes. Ev- 
ery man has a right to work for 
whom he pleases. A great number of

Man Known as John Thompson, 
Member of Miners’ Union, Had 
Missive from Confessed Dynamiter 
in Which Latter Confessed to 
of Personal Effects.

Aug. 26.—In a 
cheap lodging-house in Phoenix yes- 
terday died a mysterious character, 
known as John Thompson, though in

The manager of 
the lodging-house states that he never 
wrote any letters and never received 
any.

The letters follow:

“Denver, Colo. 

“You will no doubt be surprised 
to hear from me, but I have began 
to come to myself a little by this 
time.

Whatever made me 
do this, John, I do not know. I had 
a crazy mad spell, but I did do it, 
John, and it is the first and last of 
the kind I’ever did in my life. John, 
I have paid bitter for this, but it is 
too good for me, I know. I cannot 
say anything more here.. I am go- 
ing to tell you here your watch 
and chain is. I ed them in Crip- 
ple Creek. Tt Is in a place near the 
Merchants’ Restaurant on the main 
street. That is as near as I can tell 
you. You will find watch and gun 
and my ring there. I got $19 and | 
there will be a dollar charges on 
them.

posed the new line shall pass, and 
who are deeply Interested in the pro- 
motion of the best interests of this 
portion of the State. The knowledge 
that its charter empowers the com- 
pany to construct a road from Los 
Angeles to Olig, located two and one- 
half miles north of McKittrick, has 
occasioned much speculation as to 
the identity of the interest or tnter- 
ests back of the new enterprise.

The evil risks of mionarchies 
are too overwhelming to assure long 
continued excellence; good and great 
men to not always have heirs that are 
worth the hemp it takes tw hoist 
them off their toes. For every excel- 
lent monarch can be named fifty 
whelps of power who made a fetich of 
their lust, and who had neitaer the 
tinelination to determine for them- 
selves what was just, nor to resosnize 
sound advice from the lips of others. 
It hae been démonstrated by the 
ruins of burned Rome, by the sraves 
of butchered Huguenots, by the ban- 
queting of vultures on innumoreble 
battlefields that no nation can afford 
to allow any man or men power ab- 
solute. It makes no difference 
whether they are of the royalty or of 
the stables, whether they are in 
groups of the aristocracy or in hordes 
of millions, they should not be given 
unlimited power, answerable only tv 
themselves and without a check or 
restraint to deter them from execut- 
ing the whim of their passions.
